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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Applicant's amendment filed on 02/1 2/2009 was entered. As the results, 
independent claimsl, 13 and 41 were cancelled. Claim 48 was withdrawn from previous 
restriction/selection Office Action. New claim 49 was added. Claims 5, 1 1 , 12, 42, and 
43 were amended as independent claims. At this point, claims 2-12, 14-40, 42-47 and 
49 are pending in this Application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-12, 14-40, 42-47 and 49 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amended independent claims 5, 1 1 , 12, 37, 42, 43 and 45 were carefully 
examed. New searches based on the new added features to the claims were also 
performed. New references were also found. However, none of them, in combination or 
alone, teaches logical sequent steps of a method of determining the location of a 
wireless transmitting device using a movable detection station, as recited in the 
independent claims 5, 11, 12, and 15. Also, the found references, in combination or 
alone, fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of elements of a movable 
detection station for determining the location of a wireless transmitting device(s), as 
recited in the independent claims 37, 42 and 43. Finally, the found references, in 
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combination or alone, fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the combination of elements 
of a guiding and reference device, used to work with a detection station to determine the 
position of a target wireless transmitting device and guiding the search for said target 
wireless transmitting device, as recited in the independent claim 45.
